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We have often, since the meeting of Con- 
gress, apprized the people to be upon their 
guard, and look sharply to their means of 
safety. Taking appearances of the past 
and the present into view, this caution seems 
to have been well grounded. The Ides of 
March have come, but are not over. The 
swarms of Presbyterians or tract and tem- 
perance people which have deluded Wash- 
ington early in the session, and their move- 
ments since, with the 1 ports of some of our 
secretaries, gave rise {0 our suspicions. 
These in part have been confirmed by the 
treachery of some of our members of Con- 
gress, and the proceedings against Georgia. 
To this we may add the general onset of 
the stockholders of the U. S. Bank, through 
their editors, for a re-charter,* and these 
large assemblies of pious national young 
men. The sudden and energetic efforts to 
get up and publish the temperance meeting 
in Washington—the rapidity of its circula- 
tion not only in all the States but in London 
—the sudden announcement of new temper- 
ance societjzes throughout the Union, (a mere 
sham te spie out the land and ascertain the 
strength of their opponents, )—the bitterness 
of those same temperance editors against 
Georgia,—and the efforts to excite a civil 
war, are too notorious to have escaped the 
observation of those who do not willingly 
shut their eyes. 

One thing ig true of these specifications, 
viz: the Charchand State Party, the United 
States Bank Stockholders, and the Clay 
party (with the exception of a few in Penn- 
sylvania) are identified as one, and support-

The American press has a common cause, 
to be maintained by every person associated 
with it in whatever degree or employment. 
As far asit is a most important engine in 
regard to the morals, literature, and politics 
of the country, it should be protected in all 
its rights by allsound Americans, rescued 
from any peculiar disabilities to which par- 
ty prejudice or temporary interests may en- 
deavor to subject it, and left, like the other 
branches of public agency and industry, to 
the ordinary responsibility and penalties for 
the abuse of its rights. 
its conductors from the rest of the commu- 
nity, upon the presumption or assumption 
that they are especially susceptible of sinis- 
ter influences, implies moral inferiority and 
debasement, which it is the interest and du- 
ty of every one of them to resist, indepen- 
dently of all differences of opinion and pro- 
cedure among them about political tenets 
and men. 

Exposed to a disparaging and disfranchis- 
ing theory and ‘practice, the Press could 
never reach the level and force to which it 
should constantly aspire and tend. In the 
principal countries of Europe, it is managed 
or supplied by men of the most liberal edu- 
cation and superior intellectual powers, who 
have come to it from important public fune- 
tions, or gone from it to them; and in none 
of the constitutional monarchies has the 
scheme been ever suggested or entertained 
of treating ‘its conductors as more surpi- 
cious in point of personal honer than any 
‘other class or order. We are ready to ac- 
knowledge that men of such intellectual and 
isocial elevation as we ive just mentioned,

The 
moment an editor receives the bribe he sur- 
renders his liberty. There are always con- 
ditions to every contract, and we may guess 
the conditions upon which they received 
this money of the Bank. What does the 
New-York Standard say? 

These foreigners, who are the actual pro- 
prietors of the Bank, must have a contempt- 
able opinion of the Americans indeed, to 
think we would brook such arrogant airs, 
as they put on through their Press—the Ga- 
zette we should say. This was a grose cal- 
umny upon the dignity of Congress, as well
